CRASH OF CARS 


Disastrous Collision Occurs at 


Balleytown, Ind. 


TWO SCORE ARE INJURED 


wreckage tn a t ic was necessary to 
use axes to r^ c u e them, and the 
sound of the blows'upon the splintered 
wood and tw isted Iron mingled with 
cries of the sufferers. 


Majority of Those Hurt Are Expected 
to Recover—The Motorman of One 
of the Wrecked Cars Is Said to Have 
Been Responsible for the Accident, 
Having Disobeyed His Orders. 


South Bend, Ind.. June 21—Ten 
persons were killed and forty Injured 
in a wreck on the Chicago, Lake 
Shore and South Bend railroad in 
Porter county, two of the big electric 
cars colliding head-on. 
According to 
General M anager H. U. Wallace the 
wreck was due to a disobedience of 
orders by Motorman George A. Reed 
of the eastbound car, who was killed. 
Reed received instructions at Gary 
to wait at Wilson, a short distance 
west 
of 
Balleytown, the 
point at 
which the disaster occurred, for the 
westbound car to pass. 
The impact 
of tho cars was so great that they 
were reduced to a mass of wreckage. 
The dead are: 
George A. Reed, motorman, Michi­ 
gan City, Ind.; 
Ray F. Herriman, 
South Bend; Charles Johnson, Por­ 
ter, Ind.; Edward Gilbertson, Porter, 
Ina.;

Of the forty injured only two of 
them, Nan Larson of Chesterton, Ind., 
and Paul Wilson of Michigan City, 
Ind., are probably fatally hurt. 
Most 
of the others were cut and bruised. 
Going at H igh Rate of Speed. 
The 
eastbound 
car, 
running 
as 
train No. 59, it is stated, was going 
at the rate of fifty miles an hour to 
make up lost time. 
When the crash 
occurred, the eastbound car was tele­ 
scoped and almost entirely wrecked. 
In this train were all of the killed 
and most of the injured, passengers 
on train No. 58 westbound escaping 
with slight bruises and scratches. 
The scene of the wreck im mediately 
after the crash was described by eye­ 
w itnesses as being terrible. 
The tw o 
cars were welded together into a m ass 
of debris in which lay the ten dead 
and dying and the two score injured. 
The cries and appeals for help were 
horrifying and caused a scene of u t­ 
te r confusion for many minutes. Soon, 
however, the cool headed among pas­ 
sengers brought order out of chaos 
and while some arranged to convert 
the home of E. R. Borg nearby into 
a tem porary hospital and morgue oth­ 
ers turned their attention to rescuing 
the Injured. 
D arkness greatly interfered 
with 
the work of the rescuers and to m ake 
m atters worse the nearest telephone 
was three-quarters of a mile away. 
Thus it was impossible to procure 
speedy aid from Michigan City. 
W. 
H. P arry of Gary, Ind., form erly of 
South Bend, was among the first to 
realize the extent of tho catastrophe. 
The arm of a man lay near him in 
the sand, bringing him to a realiza­ 
tion of the fact that cool-headedness 
and quick action were necessary. 
Victims Were in the Smoker. 
All but one of the killed were in 
the smoking com partm ent of the car 
in the front end. 
This space, original­ 
ly used as a baggage and freight room, 
-was fitted up for the use of the sm ok­ 
ers and was crowded. 
Titus E. Kinzie, a real estate dealer, 
and Cordius Kline, both of South 
• Bend, left the smoker less than a m in­ 
ute before the crash came and es­ 
caped with their lives, although the 
latter suffered severe injury. 
G. A. Schimmell, motorman of the 
westbound car, stated th a t his car 
w as at a full stop when the east­ 
bound car struck it. 
Superintendent Welsh of the Inter­ 
urban 
line was in Michigan City 
when the accident occurred. 
When 
he learned of the collision he discov­ 
ered that it would be impossible to 
run electric cars to the scene because 
the trolley wires had been broken. 
Three physicians were sent in a gaso­ 
line traction speeder and three more 
were dipatched as soon as possible in 
an auto. When the physicians reached 
the scene of the accident, they found 
scores of farmers and villagers rush­ 
ing about endeavoring to care for the 
wounded and to extricate the dead 
rand dying. 
They were working un­ 
iter difficulties, the only light being 
furnished by a few lanterns produced 
from nearby farmhouses. 
AU around 
the wreck lay the injured, covered 
with blankets and comforters brought 
from the nearest homes. 
Many of 
the wounded were so pinioned in the

TAXATION OF CORPORATIONS 


New York, June 21.—Developments 
followed one another quickly in the 
investigation of the mysterious stran ­ 
gling of Elsie Sigel, granddaughter of 
General Franz Sigel, and the conceal­ 
ment of her body in a trunk in the 
room occupied by Leon Ling, a China­ 
man, at 782 Eighth avenue. The body 
was discovered Friday, and, although 
three arrests have been made, at least 
half a dozen Chinamen, including the 
suspect, are in flight. 
The motive for the slaying of the 
pretty girl of twenty-two, the daugh­ 
ter of a proud family, who had taken 
up mission work in Chinatown against 
the wishes of her people, has been es­ 
tablished, according to the police. 
It 
was jealousy—the Jealousy of one 
Chinaman who was the wooer of the 
girl over the attentions paid her b> 
another Chinaman. 
The first China­ 
man was Leong Ling, who bas made 
good his escape, and the second one 
Chil Gain, proprietor of the elaborate 
Port Arthur restaurant on Mott street. 
Chu Gain was arrested and detained 
as a witness because it was learned 
that he and Leon, a former employe of 
the retaurant, 
had quarrelled over 
Miss Sigel. 
Chu Gain’s room in the 
restaurant building was searched and 
a handful of letters to him Lorn Miss 
Sigel, of almost the same tenor as 
those addressed to Leon and found in 
a search of his room after the discov­ 
ery of the body, were found among 
Chu Gain’s effects. 
The fact that these letters have 
been found has been concealed by the 
police, and, while Captain Carey de­ 
clared that the motive had been found. 
he made no mention 1hat the motive 
was jealousy and tnat the attentions 
of Chu Gain to Miss Sigel had inspired 
Leon to strangle his white sweet­ 
heart. 
To add still another strange chap­ 
te r to the tragedy Chu Gain, the 
rival of I .eon, furnished the money to 
pay for his flight from the city and 
this fact appears to establish that the 
m urder was premeditated. 


TRACTION CAR HITS AN AUTO 


One Person Killed and Three O thers 
Injured. 
Anderson, S. C., June 21.—In a col­ 
lision between an interurban car of 
the Anderson Traction company and 
an automobile at Breazeales crossing, 
nine miles east of Anderson, one per­ 
son was fatally and two seriously in­ 
jured. 
The dead m an is Jam es H. Cobb, 
superintendent of the Belton cotton 
mills, Belton, S. C. 
The injured are Rev. D. D. Rich­ 
ardson, Belton, S. C., fatally; Rev. E. 
A. McDowell, Ninety Six, S. C., bro­ 
ken shoulder and arm ; Mrs. D. D. 
Richardson, bruised about body. 
Some defect, in the m echanism of 
the auto caused it to come to a stand­ 
still on the car tracks and the elec­ 
tric car sm ashed into it while going 
at a high rate of speed down grade. 
The auto was den|plished and Its 
lour occupants thrown from tw enty 
to fifty feet. 
At the coroner’s inquest 
the verdict was th at the accident was 
unavoidable. 


QUARRELS END IN MURDER 


Michigan Man Shoots and Kills His 
Father. 
Benton Harbor, Mich., June 21.— 
While his wife and two little chil­ 
dren fell back into the kitchen of 
their house here Emil Tilly shot and 
killed his father, John Tilly of Chi­ 
cago. The shooting followed a series 
of quarrels. 
It is said that at the 
breakfast table the elder man hit his 
son over the head with a club. Young 
Tilly made a statement saying that 
he had killed his father to save him­ 
self and his wife from death. 


Subject Discussed by the Nation’s 
Chief Executive and Members of the 
Upper House of Congress—Attorney 
General W ick erh am Will Be Given 
the Task of Drafting the Proposed 
Amendment to the Tariff Bill. 


Washington, 
June 
21.—Presidon 
Taft entertained at dinner all of thd. 
Republican members of the senate* 
finance committee and Senator Root 
and there followed a conference on 
the subject of tho proposed tax on tiles 
net earnings of corporations. 
It had been expected that Secretary 
of State Knox and Attorney General 
Wickers!)am would be present, but the 
former was engaged with important 
state m atters and the latter had not 
returned from New York, where he 
has been for two days. 
On that ac­ 
count very little was accomplished 
beyond a general discussion that left 
no doubt that the president and the 
senate leaders are in absolute h ar­ 
mony and are enthusiastically in fa­ 
vor of the adoption of the corporation 
tax proposition a.s an amendment to 
the tariff bill. 
It was announced that Mr. Wicker- 
sham would m eet with the president, 
Mr. Knox and Mr. Root today and 
that the proposed amendment would 
be drafted arid sent to Senator Aid- 
rich for presentation to the senate. 
This programme made it clear that 
the drafts which had been in circula­ 
tion heretofore were only preliminary, 
which accounts for the failure of the 
committee to make them public. 
While no details of the amendment 
were arranged definitely at the White 
House conference, it can be stated 
authoritatively that the amendment 
will apply to all corporations, with­ 
out regard to their capital stock. 
It 
is likely, however, that the tax will 
apply only to earnings in excess of 
$5,000 a year. 
This will remove the 
burden from small corporations with­ 
out subjecting the measure to consti­ 
tutional objections by reason of the 
exemptions. 
This 
provision 
was 
worked out by members of the finance 
committee and wa3 explained to Pres­ 
ident Taft. 
The latter recognized the 
wisdom of the suggestion and said 
that if it strikes his attorney general 
and secretary of state as favorably as 
it does himself, the amendment will 
be drawn accordingly. 
Would Not Tax Interest on Bonds. 
A nother im portant feature discussed 
related to the interest on bonds of 
corporations. 
The concensus of opin­ 
ion was th at the tax should not ap­ 
ply to such Interest for the reason 
th at in many cases it would am ount 
to 
double 
taxation. 
Particularly 
would this be true of sayings banks, 
which hold the bonds of corporations. 
At the sam e tim e the members of 
the com m ittee told President Taft 
th at it would be necessary some way 
to prevent corporations from so ma­ 
nipulating th eir stocks and bonds as 
to evade the tax on earnings. 
Senator Root suggested that the ex­ 
emptions of bonds should apply only 
when they did not exceed the capital 
stock of the corporations. 
President 
Taft said th a t precautions should be 
taken to m ake it impossible to avoid 
payment of the tax on the part of the 
corporations and it is possible that 
the am endm ent will stipulate the per­ 
centage of bonds in relation to the 
capital stocks th at a corporation may 
issue in order to receive the benefit 
of the bond exemption. The details 
of this provision, if adopted, will be 
left to A ttorney General W ickerham . 
Senator Aldrich told the president 
th at the 2 per cent tax on the earn­ 
ings of corporations, according to the 
best inform ation available, would pro­ 
duce about $40,000,000 of revenues an­ 
nually. 
W hat would be lost by the 
proposed exemption of $5,000 for each 
corporation could not be stated. 
It 
has been the thought of the adm inis­ 
tration to have enacted a m easure th at 
would raise about $20,000,000 or $25,- 
000,000 a year and Mr. Aldrich ex­ 
pressed the opinion that this would 
be the result if the exemption sug­ 
gested was made.

STILL CONSIDERING 
THE WATER MAINS 


Evidence of F. H. Graenhagen 
Occupied Saturday After* 
noon and Then Some 


MAKINO EXAMINATION OF PIPE 


Board of Appraleers, Engineers 
and Attorneys Visit Various 
Parts of City 
Contrary to expectations all of Sat­ 
urday afternoon was occupied by the 
appraisers in listening to testimony. 
F. H. Gruenhagen, of the Slipp-Gruen- 
hagen Co., which has had the work of 
repairing for the Minnesota Water­ 
works Co., for the past six years or 
more, was on the stand the entire af­ 
ternoon. His testimony was not then 
finished and he was recalled this morn­ 
ing. Hie testimony was regarding the 
mains. He identified sample cut from 
the mains, and on exhibition, testify­ 
ing as to where and when they were 
taken up. 
He swore that, to the best 
of his knowledge, there had been an 
average of about two leaks per month. 
Many of the leaks which were ascribed 
to the mains he found to be the private 
service lines running from the mains 
either to buildings or to the sites of 
former buildings. He also testified to 
lowering the ten-inch main on King­ 
wood street a few years ago and as to 
its condition. In answer to a question 
as to whether or not the galvanizing 
was still on the mains he stated that in 
some lengths it was almost entirely 
rusted over while in others it was ap­ 
parently nearly as good as ever. His 
opinion was that about 60 per cent of 
galvanizing was still on the mains. Mr. 
Gruenhagen swore there were fewer 
leaks the last two or three years than 
previously, but could give no explana­ 
tion therefor. 
Louis Sherlund testified to having 
looked after the repairs of the plant 
from 1888 to 1900 and to being fre­ 
quently called to the pump house to fix 
the pumps. The rouble with them had 
usually been (before the present in­ 
take was laid) that the suction pipe 
leaked and air got into the pumps, 
causing them to run away with them­ 
selves. 
Mr. Sherlund’a testimony was large­ 
ly along the same lines as the other 
witnesses as regards the condition of 
the mains, and his examination oc­ 
cupied most of the remainder of the 
forenoon’s session. 
The board adjourned to meet at the 
store of the Slipp-Gruenhagen Co. at 2 
o’clock p. rn., to make the examina­ 
tion of the pipes laid bare for their in 
spection. The train from the south was 
late, however, and as Mr. Burch, the 
consulting engineer for the city, was 
on board the party awaited its arrival 
before starting out and it was nearly 3 
o’clock when they started on their tour 
of inspection.

Toothpicks. 
The employment of toothpicks is 
very ancient. In Grote’s ‘‘History of 
Greece” 
we 
find that 
Agathocles, 
“among the worst of Greeks,” was poi 
soned by a medicated quill banded to 
him for cleaning his teeth after dinner. 
Toothpicks were in common use in the 
time of the Caesars. Martial tells us 
those made of a chip of mastic wood 
(lentiscus) are the best, but that if you 
run short of such timber a quill will 
serve your purpose, and he ridicules an 
old fop who was in the habit of dig­ 
ging away at his gums with his polish­ 
ed lentiscus, though he had not a tooth 
left in his head. Toothpicks occur ear 
ly of silver, but pieces of wood or of 
feathers with a red end as quills In our 
day were most usual. 
The toothpick 
is the Anglo-Saxon tothgare. The old 
name was ptcktooth. It was imported 
by travelers from Italy and France, 
and the using of it was long deemed 
an affected mark of gentility. It was 
worn as a trophy in the hat, and Sir 
Thomas Overbury describes a courtier, 
the pink of fashion, ‘‘with a picktooth 
in bis hat.” Bishop Earle says of an 
idle gallant, “His picktooth bears a 
great part in his discourse.”

St. Petersburg, Juno 21.—Frederick 
de Martens, Jato professor of interna­ 
tional law in tho University of St. 
Petersburg, is dead, 
lie was taken 
ill while on Ii is way to his estate in 
Livonia and died in tho railroad sta­ 
tion at Valk. 
Frederick de Martens was a privy 
•ouncillor and had been permanent 
member of the council of tho minis­ 
try of foreign affairs since 1882. 
He 
was professor of international law in 
tho university of St. Petersburg from 
1871 to 1907. 
He was born in 1845. 
Edinburgh, Cambridge and Yale uni­ 
versities made him an LL. I)., and Ox­ 
ford and other noted institutions con­ 
ferred oil him tho degree of D. C. L. 
Professor de Martens was Russian 
delegate 
at 
many 
diplomatic 
con­ 
gresses at Brussels, Paris, The Hague, 
Rome, Geneva and Vienna. 
He was 
the second Russian plenipotentiary at 
tho peace conference at The Hague in 
1899 and president of the second com­ 
mission. Several times he was chosen 
by European and American powers 
as international arbitrator. 
He was 
president of the court of arbitration 
in Paris in 1899 between Great Bri­ 
tain and 
Venezuela; 
arbitrator be­ 
tween France and England; England 
end Holland and the United States 
and Mexico. 
He was a member of the permanent 
court of arbitration at The Hague; 
Russian delegate at the peace nego­ 
tiations between Russia and Japan in 
Portsmouth in 1905 and plenipoten­ 
tiary of Russia at the Geneva con­ 
ference of 1906 for the revision of 
the Geneva convention of 1SC7.

was also second Russian delegate at 
the second peace conference at The 
Hague in 1907.

In the course of that speech 
‘Senator Gore took up seriatim a dozen 
firms by name, giving their capital 
stock, their surplus, their earnings, 
the par value of their stocks and a 
host of other fiscal Incidentals. A man 
with eyes would never have trusted 
his memory with such a series of facts, j 
especially when lie knew th at his an­ 
tagonists were eagerly drinking in ev- I 
cry word in the hope of catching him 
in a misstatement of fact. 
This feat of memory by tho blind j 
senator Is not bis greatest perform- : 
alice. 
It would be hard to designate 
any one net of memorization on his I 
part as greater than several others j 
which might be mentioned. 
For in­ 
stance. when In* was a boy of sixteen I 
years of age. ids friends say, lie could J 
repeat any ordinary speech after hear- I 
lug It read twice. Senator Gore is now 
only thirty-nine years of age and at 
that time had been blind only a few 
years. Ile had acquired the power of 
concentration, however, even at that I 
age, and this is Hie secret of his great 
memory. 
It is of record that Senator Gore con- I 
ceived his senatorial ambition at the I 
age of twenty when one of Ids friends J 
read to him a debate In the senate i 
from a Congressional Record. Ile has I 
gained all of his knowledge of men j 
and events since then through friends 
and relatives and particularly ids wife 
through 
reading 
and 
conversation. I 
Given an even chance in the senate, he j 
has already demonstrated that he has • 
no superior and few equals as a ready I 
debater on any subject which may be ! 
broached. Ile has a facile knack for ' 
making innocent remarks with a sting ; 
to them. 
When Senator Smoot of j 
Utah 
recently 
challenged 
a 
broad I 
statem ent of Senator Gore’s about tlia j 
profits of the cotton industry Senator j 
Gore astounded him by doing practi­ 
cally what lie did to Senator Lodge, 
quoting a long list of firms and profits, 
to offset which the senator from Utah, 
who is in possession of all his facul­ 
ties, could from sheer astonishment 
offer nothing in reply. 
How does Senator Gore memorize? 
It is his habit of life. Nothing escapes 
him which conies from word of mouth 
in bis immediate vicinity. Before he 
went to Washington he bad a library 
in his home in Oklahoma of probably 
OOO volumes. It is said of him th at he 
could go to any bookshelf in that li­ 
brary and pick out the book lie w ant­ 
ed by feeling of it. Now that this li­ 
brary is increased and he has gone to 
new quarters in the senate office build­ 
ing be is not quite so familiar with 
the lay of his belongings, but lie can 
describe any book lie owns, even to its 
color and texture, so that any one else 
can find it, and he can detect tho 
wrong book when put into his hand if 
it is one he has ever held before. 
When lie wants material for a speech 
his memory tells him where it can be 
found if he has ever heard of the sub­ 
ject before. He lias those portions read 
to bim which are of the most benefit 
to his argument at issue. If they are 
figures he limy have them read twice. 
During the following days and nights 
they are turned over many times in the 
course of memorization and arrange­ 
ments in logical sequence for delivery. 
Unless the speech is long delayed in 
delivery it is not necessary for the 
blind senator to refresh his memory 
by a rereading of the facts of his a r­ 
gument. He can carry them for days 
and months, and if sufficiently impor­ 
tant he never forgets them. The cotton 
figures which he recently quoted to Sen­ 
ators Lodge and Smoot were read to 
Senator Gore twice. 
Not 
long 
ago 
Senator 
Gallinger 
•ought to confound Senator Gore by 
an apt quotation from Macbeth Quick 
as the human mind can form a sen­ 
tence Senator Gore retorted by an 
equally apt quotation from the same 
tragedy, which put Senator Gallinger 
utterly to rout. Senator Gore, it trans­ 
pires, has not been any more ef a 
student of Shakespeare than of sev­ 
eral other authors; but, having had the 
tragedy read to him at some time in 
the past, no sooner was one psrt of It 
quoted against him than his almost 


Infallible memory came to bls rescue 
with a sharp pointed blade of retort 
from the same source. 
Perhaps one of the greatest feats of 
memory the senator has attempted 
since he became a senator was pre­ 
pared for the debate during the fili­ 
buster on the Aldrich-Vreeiand curren­ 
cy bill in the last session of congress. 
The senator memorized by states the 
Increases and decreases of federal de­ 
posits in the national banks between 
two dates during the panic. Ile was 
allowed to put the figures in the rec­ 
ord because, he said, he did not wish 
to “consume the time of the senate in 
stating them;” but as usual, he was 
prepared to do so “If challenged.” This 
table was half a column long in small 
(agate) type in the Congressional Rec­ 
ord and contained two rows of figures. 
Daily Senator Gore sits quietly in the 
senate, listening to the debate on the 
senate tariff bill. He rarely interrupts 
any one to ask a question for Informa­ 
tion unless it is to demonstrate that a 
mistake has been made. Throughout 
the whole tariff session he has not 
failed once to stir the senate when he 
has interrupted a speech. 
After a session is over Senator Gore 
may retire to his office to prepare a 
speech; if not, he goes home. Because 
of his physical affliction ho is denied 
the pleasures of most men, and lie usu­ 
ally stays a t home. There lie turns 
over iii his own mind everything that 
has occurred during the day. 
Ilia 
memory brings back to him every 
word that bas been uttered which ap­ 
pealed to him In accord with his own 
sentiments or contrary to them 
It lias been said that it is after lie 
has gone to bed that the senator iii the 
quiet of the night does his thinking 
for the day to come. 
It is then he 
frames his speeches best. Only recent­ 
ly Mrs. Gore is said to have found him 
muttering to himself at 4 o’clock in the 
morning. 
“Going after them again, Tom?” she 
Inquired. 
“Yes,” 
replied 
the 
blind 
senator 
quieti3/ resuming Ii is speech. 
This performance is a part of the 
everyday life of tho blind senator. Ile 
is always studying aud thinking and 
planning. There is little el -e be bas to 
do, and the concentration of bis mind 
Is Ills habit. It lias won him Ills place 
in the senate, given him confidence to 
assert himself among his fellow men 
without fear or favor and made him 
one of the most feared debaters of his 
time in congress. Ile has effectually 
downed the report which preceded him 
to Washington to the effect that lie 
was chosen senator by Oklahoma be­ 
cause of ids plea “ for the little woman 
with brown 
eyes” 
(his 
wife). 
He 
stands today in the senate on his own 
merits, respected by Democrats and 
Republicans alike for his ability tc 
make the best of them look twice be 
fore tackling a blind man.—Washing 
ton Cor. New York Post. 


JURY IN CALHOUN 
CASE DISAGREES 


Ten Voted for Acquittal and 
Two for Conviction. 


TRIAL LASTED FIVE MONTHS 


Court Deplores Custom That Makes 


Possible Such Long and Expensive 


Trials— Calhoun Dissatisfied at the 


Failure of the Jury to Acquit Him . 


Says He w ill Prosecute Heney for 


Receiving Bribes. 


San Francisco. June 21.—Term inat­ 
ing in a disagreement of the Jury, 
with ten mon determined on acquittal 
and two steadfastly resolved on con­ 
viction, the trial of President Patrick 
Calhoun of the United Railroads end­ 
ed. 
Five months and a week had 
transpired since the street car m ag­ 
nate, a descendant of Patrick Henry, 
made his first appearance in court to 
answer to the charge of offering a 
bribe of $4,000 to a supervisor to ob­ 
tain a privilege for his corporation. 
Not until each juror had pronounced 
as hopeless the prospect of a verdict 
was the order for their liberation 
made by Judge Lawlor, prosecution 
and defense giving assent to the dis­ 
charge. 
The trial ended quietly and with­ 
out demonstration. 
The defendant and his attorneys, as 
well as the chief officers of the prose­ 
cution, refrained from comment on 
the disagreement when it was record­ 
ed and quickly departed from the 
courtroom. 
Five ballots were taken, three of 
them shortly after the jury retired. 
Upon the first vote the jury stood 
eight for acquittal and four for con­ 
viction. 
Two of the four joined the I 
majority on the second ballot and one! 
of the remaining two announced his 
intention to remain out a month if i 
necessary. 
Judge Lawlor announced that he 
had 
ascertained 
before

to 
court that the jury appeared to be 
hopelessly 
divided.

ARCHITECTURE OF OUR OWN, 


Baron 
von 
Bodenhausen 
Says 
S k y ­ 
scrapers Are Developing It Rapidly. 
“In ten more years America will have 
developed an architecture of its own,” 
pr< phonies Baron von Bodenhausen, 
one of the directors of the Krupp steel 
works at Essen, Germany, after sev­ 
eral days spent in inspecting New 
York’s skyscrapers. 
“It is nine years since I was in this 
country before, and the change of sky 
line impresses me forcibly. 
When I 
was here before the Park Row build­ 
ing was the tallest structure in the 
city. It struck mc then, as it does now, 
as an exceedingly ugly building, quite 
impossible—a square mass topped by 
two towers that apparently have no 
earthly excuse for being there. I al­ 
ways w ant to knock them off, so.” 
And the baron gave a quick, disgusted 
gesture. 
“Now I return after nine years to see 
the Metropolitan Life building. How 
different it is, how comparatively com­ 
plete—the one tall, 
majestic tower, 
direct^’ in the center, front of the 
building. The minute you look at the 
structure as a whole you realize thai 
the body of the building is necessary 
to the tower, just as the tower Is nec­ 
essary to the body of the building. 
They are part of each other, depend­ 
ent upon each other. 
The first sky­ 
scrapers were wild jumbles of brick 
and stone without apparent reason. 
“To be sure, America still leans to­ 
ward too much petty detail in its archi­ 
tecture—too much carving and that 
sort of thing. However, that does not 
interfere with the general outlines. 
They are improving marvelously, and 
it is safe to sajT that In ten more years 
America will be in a position to boast 
of an architecture of lier own.” 


Popular Parisian Fad. 
The freak photograph is the popular 
fad in Paris at present. Several pho­ 
tographers are making it a specialty 
and turn out the humorous, grotesque 
and grewsome in large quantities. One 
of these received in New York recently 
shows a young woman fashionably a t­ 
tired carrying in her hand a hat of the 
peach basket shape containing her 
head. Another represents a man con­ 
templating his own smiling face. He 
holds the head as Hamlet was supposed 
to have held the skull of Yorick. Still 
another shows a young man in a cof­ 
fin, smoking a cigarette and supposed­ 
ly listening to the funeral oration, 
which is being delivered by himself. 


Knife Blade Building.

Heney for receiving bribes as a pub­ 
lic officer and against Rudolph Spreck­ 
els and Jam es D. Phelan, who financed 
the 
prosecution, 
for 
having 
paid 
them.”
